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the same year; and if we turn over 


we shall find that this 
custom of assembling on one or the other 
of these days to celebrate the feast, is of 
much older date than that of the origin 
of our venerable mother Grand Lodge; 
and, indeed, that the circumstance that 
the custom of holding the “ Annual 
Feast’’ on St. John’s day bad fallen into 
abeyance, was one of the primary causes 
which led to the establishment of the 
Grand Lodge in London in 1717. 

Iam not ableto say at what precise 
time, or under what circumstances, the 
custom of holding these annual St. John 
feasts originated ; but we learn from the 
history of the Order in England, tha 
St. Jobn’s day, December 27, 1561, the 
Grand Lodge being assembled at the old 
city of York, Queen El'zabeth, “jealous 
of all secret assemblies,’ sentan armed 
force’”’ to break up the meeting. The

Rutlandshire has 
none: Bedfodshire but three; while 
Lancashire ‘has nearly one hu 
There are others in the Channel istands, 
India—there are ten in Calcutta, Cape of 
Good Hope, West Indies, North and 
South America, Australia, New Zealand. 
The Ist, 6th, 12th, I4th, 31st, and 80th 
regiments of foot, In the British army, 
have lodges attached to their respective 
corps, In addition to these, there are 
nearly one thousand Roya) Areh 
ters under the same jurisdiction. in 
adie above numbers are pot, of course, in- 
waded lodge’ in Scotland and Ireland, 
eed of which countries has its 
Grand Lodge.— Freemasons’ Monthly 
Magazine.

the earth, and the variety of the seasons. 
Such was the symbolical import of the 
pillars /einane Boaz. They were prop- 
erly placed in the porch or portico of the 


the power of the Almighty, of the en- 
tire dependence of man upon him, the 
Creator, and. doing this they exhorted 
all to fear, tolove, and obey him. The 
pillars Jein'’ and Boaz were symbols 
worthy of their place in the porch, the 
entrance into the temple.

Lodge. And the Grand Treasurer tis hereby 
authorized to receive such donations as may 


be byamcdividuals for this purpese, and 
to report the same in detailat the next meet- 
of thyGrand Lodge. 

The Grand Master was appointed ehair- 
man of the committee, and has gone to 
work in good earnest for the object in- 


tended. 
FREEMASONS THE cCATHO- 


A correspondent, under the title, “A 
Catholic,’’ coumunicates some interest- 
ing thoughts concerning the Papal edicts 
issued sinee 1738 against the society of 
Freemasons. In the conclusion of his 
letter he ur the propriety of all the 
Masonic Catholics in this country uniting 
in an appeal to the pope in repudiation 
of the charges so unjustly pr in. 
He says, ‘‘ Will any man tell me that, if 
he were besieged by a petition with 100,- 
000 signatures, containing a solemn as- 
surance that Ancient York Ma@gonry has 
no undue concern either with religion or 
politics, and that our morality is that 
which is inculeated by Christianity, the 
authorities at Rome would not heed it? 
I am sure they would.’’ 

In regard to the great number of 
Catholic Freemasons, he says, ‘‘I be- 
came a Mason at Amsterdam, Holland 

in 1818. Whenl wentto Portugal and 
Spain I met with hundreds of ecclesias- 
tics who were Freemasons, and who un- 
derstood the Papal decrees to be merely 
local. Wundreds of Catholics, from con- 
ecientious scruples, are deterred from 
joining the soeiety, and vast numbers 
among the many thousand Catholics 
who have belonged or do belong to secret 
societies feel greatly annoyed, and often 
disturbed in their peace of mind, at the 
species ef uncertainty created by these 
sweeping and cruel condemnations and 
unjust prohibitions of what we know to 
be innocent and moral, almost coeval 
with the birth of mankind, second only 
to Christianity.”

power—that grasp irresistibly strong 
which shal! prevail—will raise the bodies 
which are slumbering therein. Weshall 
have been long buried, long decayed. 
Friends, relatives, yea, our nearest and 
dearest, will cease to remember where 
they have laid ys. The broad earth 
will have undergone wondrous changes, 
mountains leveled, valieya flied. The 
seasons will have chased each other ia 
many afruitful round. Oceans lashed 
into fury by the gales of to-day, will 
to-morrow have sunk like a spoiled child 
to their slumber. Broad trees, with 
broader roots, will have interlocked 
them, bard and knobbed as they are, 
above our ashes, as if to conceal the very

him a wast receptacle into which God 
was continually breathing the life of

4. He did not believe in the miraculous 
conception ef the Virgin Mary, or in the 
miraculous birth of Jesus Christ. He 
jooked upon Christ as a man endowed 
with superior inspiration, but only as a 
man. In fact he was decidedly Unitarian 
in his belief as respects this dogma of the 


christian religion. 


5. He believed in the ultimate salva- 
tiov of all men. He was wont to observe 
that, if one man was saved, then all 
men wouki be, or God could not be a just 
God. “ All would be saved, or nobody,”’’ 
was an expression he was in the habit of 


using to his friends. 


He generally, however, avoided dis- 
cussions upon religious subjects ; and was 
heard, on more than one occasion, to say, 
‘Jt would not do to investigate the sub- 
ject of religion too closely as it was apt 


to lead to infidelity.”’ 


In 1835, Mr. Herndon informs me, Mr. 
Lincoln wrote a rationalistic work, giv- 
ing his peculiar views on religion at 
length, and which he showed to a mer- 
ebant named Samuel L. Hill. Mr. Hill 
took the manuscript frem him, and con- 
signed it to the flames, warning Mr. 
Lincoln of the fate of Tom. Paine and 
other infidels, placing befere him the 
fact that he was a young man having his 
way to make in the world; and that the 

yuublication of such a work would ruin 
bis social as well as political prospects, 
This work was subsequently thrown in 
Mr. Lincoln’s face while he was stump- 
ing this district for congress against the 
celebrated Methodist her, Rev. 
But Mr. Lincoln 
never publicly or privately denied its 
authorship, or the sentiments expressed 
therein. Nor was he known to change 
his religious views any to the latest pe- 


Veter “Cartwright. 


riod of bis life. 


‘That Mr. Lineoln,”’ says a corres- 
Times, writing 
from Springfield, “ was a believer in the 
Christivn religion as understood by the 
so-called orthodox seets of the day, I am 
compelled most emphatically to deny; 
that is, if | can put faith in the state- 
ments of his most intimate friends and 
acquaintances in this city. All of them 
with whom I have conversed on the 
subject, agree in indorsing the statements 
of Mr. Herndon. Indeed, many of them 
unreservedly call him an infidel. But 
by such a view of his religious opinions 
I think they misjudge him merely be- 
eause they compare his faith with the 
so-called orthodox religious opinions 


pondent of the Chicago 


of the day. Narrow-minded 
ple may class Mr.  Lincoln’s 
religious belief with that of 


Paine, Voltaire, or Volney. To my idea, 
however, Mr. Linecoln’s views of religion 
were as sublime as his views respecting 
human rights and human daties. Lin- 
coln was too goed a man to be a phari- 
see; too great a man to be a sectarian ; 
and too charitable a man to be a bigot.”’ 


THE CASE OF STEPHEN J. MEANY. 


The case of this gentleman, who has 
recently been convicted of treason felony 
in Ireland, presents some curious fea- 
tures, which may probably arrest the at- 
tention of our government. Mr. Meany 
isan American citizen, and if he has 
been unjustly dealt with, as alleged, his 


ease may become a subject of interfer- 
ence by the state department. The 
crimes with which he was charged were 
committed in New York—namely, 
making as h at Clinton Hiall and 
offering Fenian bonds for sale. 
These are certainly not crimes in this 
country, and when the attorney-gene- 
ral, who conducted the prosecution 
admitted that no overt acts in the United 
kingdom were proven or even alleged 
against Mr. Meany, we are not surprised 
to find Baron Hughes deciding that acts 
and words done and spoken in New 
York were not crimes in’ Great Britain 
and Ireland, and declining to sentence 
the prisoner.

" Nothing could more tend to annihi- 
late all disinterested patriotism than the 
general prevalence of the idea that 
whomsoever imperils his life for his 
country, or suffers loss of property by 
the accidents of war, has a claim for re- 
muneration out of the public treasury.

FROM WASHINGTON. 


WASHINGTON, March 23. — In> the 
house to-day, Mr. Harlan reported a 
joint resolution for the registry of the 
children in the District of Columbia, 
between the ages of six and eighteen, 
and also the number of schools anda 
teachers, {the same to be reported to the 
next congress, Which was passed. 

Mr. Ramsay introduced a resoluticn 
directing the secretary of War to caure 
an examination of the Mississippi river, 


of Mexico, and ascertain the cost of re- 
pairing the levees, etc. The resolution 
was referred to the committee on com- 
merce. . 

Mr. Congers introduced a resolution 
requiring the secretary of the treasury to 
communicate any information relating 
to the pro 1 change in the mint laws 
of the Un ted States, on the subject of 
refining gold and silver, and the public 
policies incident therete, which was 
adopted. 
The bill in relation to the collection of 
moneys due colored soldiers and marines 
was amended, so as to read, ‘that all 
money held under this act, shall be held 
and disbursed under the laws regulating 
disbursing officers in the army,’’ and the 
bill passed. 

A bill granting the American tele- 
graph company the right of way and 
privilege to operate a submarine tele- 
graph cable on the Atlantic coast of the 
United States, and establish communi- 
cation between the United States and 
Europe via Bermuda and the Azores 
islands, was passed. 

Mr. Wilson introduced a bill to the 
eflect that there shall be no denial of the 
elective franchise to any male citizen of 
the United States by any state, on ac- 
count of color or previous condition, any- 
thing in the constitution or laws to the 
contrary notwithstanding, which was 
ordered to be printed.

term consumption has been restricted, 
and understood to apply to a disease of 
the lungs characterized by their pres- 
ence. When, therefore, I speak of ‘con- 
sumption, I mean not only a disease of 
the lungs, but tubercular disease. I am 
icular that thisshould be understood ; 
or the changes which these tubercles 
undergo produce the destruction of the 
lungs, and all that melancholy train of 
symptoms which mark the progress of 
consumption, while their seat—the air 
tubes and cellsof the lungs—indicates the 
treatment necessary for their removal. 
The tubercles regulate the stage of the 
disease by the changes which they un- 
dergo. @ say consumption is in its 
first stage when the tubercles are smal! 
specks or points of a grayish color—half 
transparent. In this condition they re- 
sembie millet seed, and hence are called 
miliary tubercles. This tubercular mat- 
ter is secreted from the blood. It is not 
only poured out into the air-cells, and on 
the free surface of the mucous lining of 
the air-tubes, but deposited in the deli- 
cate structures which go to make up the 
lungs.
